Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the method steps to separate the 
process chambers into a web are not required. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a container to store reagents in each chamber in the control layer. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Harms et al. (US 2002/0048533). 

The Harms et al. reference applied above is identical to Harms et al. (USP 
6,814,935) that was previously applied except the above reference qualifies as prior art 
under 35 USC 102(b). 

Harms et al. teach devices comprising processing arrays(20) interconnected by 
conduit(40). Side(18) has been read on the claimed "transmissive layer ". Sides(16) 
have been read on the claimed "control" layer. Harms et al. '935 teach in 
paragraph[099] coating layer (16) with a metal foil to control or block the light 
transmission and the metal foil coating has been read on the claimed "cover sheet". 
Paragraph[102] teach melt bonding of the control layer(16) with the coversheet(18) and 
has been read claimed melt-bonding. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/12/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicants' state the previous 35 USC 102(e) rejection over Harms et al. (USP 
6,814,935) was deficient because no transmissive layer was identified. The new 35 
USC 102(b) rejection over Harms et al. (2002/0048533) has rectified this issue. 

Applicants' remarks concerning Wilding were convincing and this rejection has 
been vacated.
